French Empire. 

Among the small and foolish events of the 
year 1840, for every year does record some 
events of this kind, was one which might be 
called « feeble peep amid the noise end confusion

- young Prince on the French coast, at Boulogne, 
whose aim was nothing short of the Throne 
of France. The onset could hardly have pro-

' ‘wae that « cell in the prison of Ham sounded two 
the lonely tread of a nephew of Napoleon the 
Great, whose remains, only a few days after, 
were deposited with honors in the 
Hospitals des Invalides, in the heart of Paris. —

ecaped, probably without the guilt of either 
falsehood or treachery, the Government regard.
